«ttend it with the intention of influencing 
the action of delegates on a question of 
principles. 


"It is of course usual for the friends of 


candidates to exert their influence upon 
delegate* who believe as they do, but for 
men to come here a* these men do to 
change the views of delegates who are in- 
structed on a line of policy is either a 
piece of arrogance or a piece of folly, 
just at you choose-to regard it. 


1'I say to them that either one of two 


constructions is to be put upon their con- 
duct They either propose to buy men 
outright or they want to otherwise in- 
fluence delegates to break 
faith with 


their constituents. 


'Either policy ' will be resented and I 


predict that the gold advocates who come 
to the convention without other excuse 
than that of exerting their influence on 
duly elected delegates will meet with a 
very cool reception. The convention will 
be silver from eore to cuticle and the gold 
influence cannot be used to change its 
character."

The 
contract taken by Ketoham and Buck was

The garbage will be collected in water- 
ight and covered wagons made expressly 
'or that purpose. The wagons are to be 
horoughly washed and disinfected each 
day and tbe receptacles provided by resi- 
dent* are to be made clean at eaoh collec- 
tion. 'It will require a few days to get 
fairly at work, but when the routes are 
established the board of health believes 
there will be' no cause for fault finding. 
Any cases of neglect on the part of tbe 
contractors to visit houses regularly should 
be reported to the board of health. 


The Ride to the Mine. Whit is to be Seen 


There, interesting Facts About the In- 


dustry. Further Developments Pos- 


sible. 
What May 
Oo Done. 


So much has been said and written 


about the Davis sulphur ore mine in Howe 
tbat the people of all this region are 
familiar with it by reputation, yet few, 
comparatively speaking, have visited the 
mine, which for the last fifteen years has 
been one of the most important and pro- 
ductive industries in Franklin county. A 
representative of this paper had the 
pleasure of visiting the mine Monday and 
it was one of the most enjoyable trips 
that it has been his good fortune to take 
for some time. 


A better day for such an outing there 


never was. The sky was bright and the 
air was so clear and fresh as to remind 
one of September. The hills fairly glist- 
ened in the sunlight and nature was at 
her best among the beautiful Franklin 
county hills. The 7.23 train from North 
Adams landed the devotee of the note- 
book and pencil at Charlemout at about 8 
o'clock. It seemed almost too soon to 
leave the train, for a railroad ride through 
the charming valley of the Deerfleld on 
such a morning is a treat not easily to be 
forgone, 
but 
in 
this 
case 
there 


were compensating advantages which 
proved the correctness of the theory of 
elimination 
by substitution. A team 


was in waiting at the 
depot 
and 


the ride to the mine was immediately 
begun. 


This ride is full of interest, especially to 


one taking it for the first time. A very 
long old-fashioned covered wooden bridge 
leads over the river to the little village, 
which lies scattered along a single street 
skirting the hills north of the river. It is 
an old town and one that modern "hustle') 
has not yet invaded to any extent, though 
here and there are evidences of enterprise 
which show that some of the citizens are 
in touch with the spirit of the times. A 
new brick block built by Jeweler George 
Beinis is a handsome and up-to-date 
structure, and the Preston Baker flovrand 
feed mill would be an ornament and a 
welcome addition to any town. It is a 
very large brick building, thoroughly con. 
structed, and the machinery is operated 
solely by water power. The mill is said 
to have cost $35,000. It will be recalled 
that Mr. Baker became financially embar- 
rassed some time ago and left the town, 
and now it is said that the mill must be 
sold in order to effect a settlement of his 
affairs. A little farther on one's attention 
is attracted by an unusually fine town hall 
for a village of this size. It is a spacious 
and modern brick building of pleasing 
architecture, surmounted by a shapely 
tower in whicb is a town clock. On the 
stone cap over the door appear the words 
in raised letters, "Goodnow Hall." It 
was built by E. R. Goodnow of Charle- 
mont, who receives interest on the cost of 
tbe hall while he lives, and at his death it 
becomes the property of the town. It 
will be a fitting memorial of the doner, 
whose generosity and public spirit are 
fully appreciated by his townsmen. 


I'pthe Valley. 


Suddenly the team is turned from the 


main street and the ride up the valley 
leading to the mine is begun. The valley 
is narrow and tortuous and in many re- 
spects reminds one of the famous valley 
leading from Hbosac Tunnel to Reads- 
boro, Vt. The hills are not so high and 
precipitous, yet they are bold and sharp 
enough to form a delightful landscape 
A mountain stream tumbles between 
them and along its banks winds the 
wagon road. Much of the way not a 
house is in light, and but for the well 
worn road the traveler might feel that he 
was rapidly retreating from the haunts 
of civilization. The grade is sharp, the 
rise from Charlemont village to the mine, 
a distance of four miles, being 800 feet. 
This, however, is the advantage of the 
mining company, as loads of ore weigh- 
ing 16,000 pounds can be drawn from the 
mine to the depot with four horses. 


At the Mine. 


Finally the mine is reached and it does 


not take the observer long to realize that 
he is at the scene of an important enter- 
prise. Large tracts of ground are covered 
with_ heaps of ore and spacious sheds a re 
stored with blocks of thevalnable mineral. 
The buildings in which the hoisting ma- 
chinery is located reach high into the air 
and as one approaches the slow move- 
ment of ponderous machinery is noticed 
through the open windows. 


Shaft >'o. 1. 


Shaft No. 1 is 600 feet deep. The hoist- 


ing engine is a double-cylinder machine 
of 200 horse power supplied by two boil- 
ers of 150 horse power each. Wood is 
used for fuel, as it can be procured here 
at about half the cost of coal. A 60 
horse power plunger pump of improved 
Cornish pattern is kept in operation in- 
cessantly nights, days and Sundays the 
year round to keep the mine free from 
water, and as a reserve the company also 
lias an auxiliary steam pump of 75 horse 
power. 


Shaft No. 3. 


is situated 1100 feet above No. 1, and has 
been in operation only about a year. This 
shaft is 300 feet deep and the hoisting i( 
done by a 100 horse power engine, whicb 
is fed by a steam pipe running from the 
No. 1 building. The loss of pressure is 
only three pounds in a distance of over 
1,000 
feet and the method is therefore 


economical. The No. 3 engine house is 
supplied with a good boiler, however, 
which can be pressed into service at short 
notice in case of necessity. No. 2 shaft is 
between the other two. No hoisting is 
done here, the shaft being maintained to 
supply air to the mine and furuisn a 
means of exit in case ,of emergency.

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THE WATER QUESTION. 


Economy Called for by the Board of Public 


Works. 


As will be seen elsewhere in this paper, 


the board of public works has issued a 
notice relative to the use of lawn hose and 
sprinklers. The unusual dryness of the 
last few months renders a curtailment in 
the use of water necessary earlier in the 
season than common. 
As was stated 


Wednesday, the artesian well pump has 
been started, and with proper co-opera- 
tion on the part of water takers it is hoped 
to get along without any serious incon- 
venience. In order to prevent, if possible, 
the necessity of a complete prohibition of 
the use of lawn hose, tbe board requests 
that they shall be used not more than 
twenty minutes a day until the water sup- 
ply is replenished by rain. It is also ad- 
vised that people be as economical as pos- 
sible in the use of water in other ways. A 
great amount of water is wasted when 
there Is no restriction, and by heeding 
the request of the board of public works 
the people of tbe city will probably be 
able to go through the drouth with no 
great inconvenience.

shall street end. The line of pipe will be 
laid in accordance with the plans drawn 
by City En jineer Emigh some months 
ago. It will include Potter place, part of 
Lincoln street, Grant and Elm streets, 
Sperry avenue and a section of Holden 
street. The main sewer will be met at 
the junction of Marshall and River streets, 
the pipe being laid across the river a 
short distance ebove the Marshall street 
bridge. By the laying of the sewer it is 
hoped to free the river of tbe quantities 
of refuse with which it is filled each sum- 
mer.

THE DAVIS MINE. 


Continued From First Prte. 


Taking Oot the Ore. 


The ore ii blasted by the miners and 


loaded into receptacles called "skips,1' 
in which it is hauled to the shed above. 
The "skips" are made of iron and weigh 
3000 pounds each. They will carry a ton 
and a half of ore. When the surface i* 
reached the "skip" is hauled up into the 
tower and the load is dumped into a tram- 
car which runs away on a trestle and 
dumps its load to the floor of the breaking 
shed, where men with hammers reduce 
the ore to chunks about the size of a goose 
egg, in which form it is ready for ship- 
ment. The fine ore IB separated from the 
coarse by screening and is also marketed) 
though not quite aa valuable as that 
which remains in chunks. 


The Deposit. 


The deposit of pirites, or sulphur ore, is 


very extensive. No. 1 shaft has been in 
operation for fifteen years and there is no 
noticeable dimmuation of the supply. At I 
the No. 3 shaft half a million tons have ] 
been developed, and it is al! easily availa- 
ble. The vein is from 15 to 30 feet wide, 
and the out-croppings show it to be .'t 
least 3,000 ieet long. Its depth nobody 
knows. The deposit, which is practically 
inexhaustable, reaches well toward the 
surface to the ground, being found in 
places at a depth of 14 feet. The ore is 
absolutely free from artenio, this being 
the only sulphur ore in the world known 
to be so, and yields IS per cent of sulphur. 


Wbnt Is Done Wltb It. 


The ore is shipped to Boston, Oieau, N. 


Y., Titusville, Pa., and Chicago, where 
sulphuric acid is extracted from it. There 
is an iron residue which is of some value. 
The acid is used for dissolving bones and 
phosphate rook in the manufacture of 
fertilizers, for preparing wire and iron for 
galvanizing, for refining oil. and in the 
manufacture of all chemicals of which 
sulphuric acid forms the base. Some idea 
of the demand for this material may be 
gained from the fact that upwards of 
300,000 tons of pirites were consumed in 
the United States in 1895. 


Hard Time*. 


The hard times of the past two years 


had their effect on this, as upon all other 
kinus of business, and the production has 
fallen off about 40 per cent. 
When run- 


ning full the shipments amounted to 
4,000 tons a month and 150 men were em" 
ployed. Now only 2,300 tons a month are 
shipped and the force has been reduced 
proportionately. The men are paid from 
$2.25 to ?3 a day and the operation of the 
mine means the continual output of large 
sums of money, which is, of course, 
highly beneficial to the section.

Another cause dis»dvantageously affect. 


ing this enterprise was the placing of 
pirites on the free list by the McKinley 
bill. Mr. Davis, realizing that this meant 
senoui competition, at once made ar- 
rangements to handle the foreign ores in 
this country, by which he successfully 
met the changed conditions, and notwith- 
standing the blow to bis interests by that 
legislation, he is now strong for McKinley 
for president. 


Wnat Hay Ba I>oue. 


It is possible, and not improbable, that 


other important industries may in the 
near future be added to the mining of this 
ore. A great saving of freightage could 
be made by extracting the sulphuric acid 
from the ore at the mine. The acid could 
be conducted to the cars in a pipe if ship- 
ment \vre desired, but in connection with

If 
this were done it might also be found 
advisable to establish another manufac- 
tory in Central New York, which also 
affords a large field for the sale of phos- 
phates.

large possibilities which lie in this direc- 
tion and it is earnestly to be hoped that 
the conception may speedily become a 
reality, as it would mean a marked addi- 
tion to the wealth and prosperity of this 
eection. The Mine Property.

Harrity, who had previously consulted 
with his associates and found them to 
be of one mind, explained that the sub- 
committee was possessed of no inherent 
power to settle the questions at issue.

Mrs. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe was 


born at Litcbfleld, Cons., on June 14, 
1813. 
Her father was Rev. Lyman 


Beecher, a New England Presbyterian 
and rabid abolitionist. Mrs. Stowe 
passed her day* quietly, first as a 
scholar and afterwards 
as school 


teacher until 1836, when she married 
Prof. C. Q. Stowe, who taught at Lane 
seminary. This seminary was a veri- 
table hotbed of abolition; and Prof. 
Stowe, in company with Henry Ward 
Beecher, his wife's younger brother, 
once helped a fugitive slave to safety. 
In this and a hundred similar ways 
the future author of "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin" imbibed the spirit which wa* 
destined to do more towards bringing1 
on the otvil war and help more to free 
the negroe than all the effort* of 
hundred* ot other anti-slavery ad- 
vocates. 
In 
1850 the passing of 


the 
fugitive 
law 
-worked so on 


Mr*. Harriet Beecher Stowe1! sym- 
pathy that she resolved to expose 
in a book seme of the horrors of 
slavery. Her main idea for thr book 
was gathered from a magazine ac- 
count of the escape of a slave woman 
and her child across the Ohio river on 
the ice. Using this incident as a cen- 
tral point she began her work, which 
was to deal with the inside life of 
slavery. The book, "Uncle Tom'* 
Cabin," gradually took shape and wa* 
published serially in the National Era 
during 1851-1852. The story attracted 
almost no notice at first, and the au- 
thor was discouraged. She received 
(300 for the serial, and a Boston pub- 
lisher offered to issue it in book form. 
The book had a tremendous boom at 
once, and in five years half a million 
copies were sold. A veritable howl of 
criticism, 
favorable 
and ladverse, 


arose, 
and 
for 
the 
time Mrs. 


Stowe 
was 
perhaps 
the 
most 


prominent woman in in the world. 
She visited England, where she waa re- 
ceived and honored everywhere. At 
one banquet she is said to have dined 
beneath a huge American flag, from 
which the stripes had been cut. Thia 
waa probably an English attempt at 
humor or an elephantine hint at sympa- 
thy. In any case, Mrs. Stowe's ene- 
mies made great use of the story that 
ahe had consented to sit under the mu- 
tilated flag of her country. The author 
of "Uncle Tom'* Cabin," afterwards 
| published a number of books of great 
| merit. Her "Old Town Folks," for 
i instance, is a work almost unequalled 
( in its quaint humor and portrayal of 


New England rustic character. The 
hitherto uninterrupted praise which 
had on every side met lira. Stowe re- 
ceived a sudden and almost permanent 
check in I860. At that time she waa 
co-editor with Donald G. Mitchell (Ik 
Marvel) of Hearth and Home. She 
published in the Atlantic Monthly two 
papers, entitled "The True Story of 
Lady Byron's Life" and "Lady Byron 
Vindicated." In these her impulses 
evidently ran away with her judgment, 
for, in altogether too plain English, 
she told a story of the causes leading 
to the desertion of Lord Byron by his 
wife. Lady Byron, she aald, had con- 
fessed the story to her, and, as the 
poet's widow wa* just then the recipi- 
ent of many slurs in the public press, 
Mrs. Stowe wrote to vindicate her. 
The two paper* relating the scandal 
brought down a torrent ef censure, and 
Mrs. 
Stowe, resigning her editorial 


position, retired to private life. Since 
then she .has passed her time between 
Florida and Hartford.
